sicians have Invaded French or- 
chestras to such an extent that the 
number of French musicians out 
of 
jobs

There are 600 of them receiving: 
aid from the musicians' union, out' 
of 6500 professionals in the Paris' 
district. At the same time Czecho- 
Blovakian, Viennese, Russian and 
American Jazz orchestras are nu- 
merous and in constant demand. 


There is a. law preventing the 


employment of more than 10 per' 


cent

French orchestras, but it is easily 
evaded. A eoocl many foreign mu- 
sicians coino to France under the 
pretense of seeking employment.as 
road-menders in the devastated re- 
gions.
